Lay Dies Before Sentencing 


Embattled Enron founder sueeumbs to heart disease at 64 


HOUSTON I Enron Corp. founder Kenneth 
Lay, who faced decades in prison for one of 
the most sprawling business frauds in U.S. 
history, died Wednesday while vacationing 
in Aspen, Colo. He was 64. 

Dr. Robert Kurtzman, Mesa County 
Coroner in Grand Junction, Colo., said his 
autopsy showed Lay died of heart disease. 

Lay ascended from near-poverty as a 
minister’s son in Missouri to the pinnacle 
of corporate America. He was considered 
a visionary who had President Bush’s ear 


during Enron’s halcyon days, but his repu- 
tation and monumental wealth shattered 
with that of his company. 

“I guess when you’re facing the rest of your 
life in jail and in your heart you know you’re 
an innocent man, I guess it’s too much to 
bear,” said close friend Willie Alexander. 

Lay had stayed out of the public eye since 
a federal jury on May 25 convicted him and 
former Enron CEO Jeffrey Skilling of fraud

Astronauts Find No Shuttle Damage 


With few problems, 
Discovery set to dock 
with space station 

HOUSTON I Early inspections have 
revealed no damage to the space 
shuttle Discovery, NASA said 
Wednesday after a day of checking 
out the spacecraft with on-board 
cameras. That means that when the 
shuttle meets up with the interna- 
tional space station Thursday morn- 
ing it likely won’t need emergency 
repairs while hooked up with the 


orbital outpost — unlike last year’s 
daring spacewalk fixes. 

Discovery’s delicate heat shield 
and everything else appear at first 
glance to be in near perfect shape, 
NASA officials said, although it’s still 
very early in the analysis. 

Engineers are nowhere near 
finished poring over 70 minutes of 
video that astronauts shot using an 
extended boom armed with a laser 
and cameras to inspect Discovery’s 
carbon wing and nosecone. 

Engineers will painstaking- 
ly go over Wednesday’s images of 



Space Shuttle Discovery’s cargo bay is 
seen ready for docking on Wednesday. 


Discovery — and others shot by cam- 
eras during Tuesday’s launch from 
various locations — and report any 
possible losses of foam from the tank 
or damage points on the shuttle. So 
far the list of “areas of interest” for 
possible damage is empty, lead flight 
director Tony Ceccacci said. 

Launch photos show only 
five minor cases of debris shed- 
ding, all occurring after the 
shuttle was at such a high alti- 
tude there was little air pressure 
and no force to cause damage.

Suspects accused of 
theft and attempts to 
sell info to rival Pepsi 

ATLANTA | Three people were 
charged by federal prosecutors on 
Wednesday with stealing confiden- 
tial information, including a sam- 
ple of a new drink, from The Coca- 
Cola Co. and trying to sell it to rival 
PepsiCo Inc. 

The suspects include a Coke exec- 
utive’s administrative assistant, Joya 
Williams, who is accused of rifling 
through corporate files and stuff- 
ing documents and a new Coca-Cola 
product into a personal bag. 

Williams, 41, of Norcross, Ga., 


and 30 -year-old Ibrahim Dimson of 
New York and 43 -year- old Edmund 
Duhaney of Decatur, Ga., were 
arrested on charges of wire fraud 
and unlawfully stealing and selling 
Coke trade secrets, federal prosecu- 
tors said. 

They are expected to appear 
before a federal magistrate judge 
on Thursday in Atlanta, where 
Coca-Cola is based. 

Pepsi spokesman Dave DeCecco 
said his company did what any 
responsible company would do in 
cooperating with police. 

“Competition can some- 
times be fierce, but also must 
be fair and legal,” DeCecco said.

N. J. Budget Standoff Shuts Casinos

Gov. Corzine calls state 
legislature stalemate 
over funds ‘deplorable’ 

TRENTON, N.J. | New Jersey’s casi- 
nos ushered the last of the gamblers 
away from slot machines and tables 
Wednesday and janitors locked the 
doors behind them as a state gov- 
ernment shutdown claimed its lat- 
est victims. 

In the first mass closure in the 
28 -year history of Atlantic City’s 
legalized gambling trade, all 12 
casinos were dark. 

Gov. Jon S. Corzine addressed 
the Legislature at the Statehouse 
Wednesday morning, defending his 
position as a stalemate over the state 
budget entered its fifth day with no 
deal in sight. Corzine wants to raise 
the state sale tax from 6 percent to 7 
percent to close a $4.5 billion state 
budget gap; lawmakers oppose the 
tax increase, estimated to cost the 
average New Jersey family $275 
per year. 

When the Legislature missed 


its July 1 deadline to pass a state 
budget because of the dispute, 
Corzine ordered the government 
shut down. 

“It is deplorable that the peo- 
ple of this state are left in such a 


painful position,” Corzine told the 
Legislature Wednesday. “The peo- 
ple of New Jersey have every right 
to be angry.” 

The closure of the Atlantic City 
casinos is a particularly hard hit. 


They have a $1.1 billion payroll, and 
the state takes an 8 percent cut — an 
estimated $1.3 million a day. 

But with no state budget. New 
Jersey can’t pay its state employ- 
ees, meaning the casino inspec- 
tors who keep tabs on the money 
and whose presence is required at 
casinos are off the job and the casi- 
nos can’t operate. 

State parks and beaches were 
also closed Wednesday because of 
the lack of staff. 

Fewer than half of the state’s 
employees, about 36,000 in vital 
roles such as child welfare, state 
police and mental hospitals, 
remained on the job, and they 
were working without pay. 

Assembly Democrats worked 
through the night on a new budget 
proposal that could be introduced 
Wednesday, but the governor, with- 
out being specific, dismissed alter- 
natives. He called them “a patch- 
work quilt of unknown, untested 
and unvetted ideas that we hope 
will once again simply get us to the 
finish line.” john curran (ap) 


Incorrect Date 
Sends Man to 
Iraq by Mistake 


MOUNT GRAB, OHIO I A former 
National Guard captain whose 
military service was supposed to 
end seven years ago was sent to 
Iraq for a year by mistake because 
of an incorrect 
discharge date 
in his records. 

Jim Dillinger 
was 43 when he 
received a letter 
from the Defense 
Department in 
May 2004 say- 
ing he was one of 5,600 members 
of the Individual Ready Reserve 
being sent to Iraq. 

When Dillinger signed up for 
the IRR in 1997, his contract said 
his military obligation would end 
in April 1999. But his personnel 
record mistakenly said his service 
would end in July 2010 — the date 
he would have been discharged had 
he remained in the Ohio National 
Guard. He had resigned in 1996 after 
serving 17 years in the Guard, (ap)

Officials: Ex-GI Had Social Disorder 


Soldier accused of rape 
and murders in Iraq 
had been discharged 

MIDLAND, TEXAS I A former Army 
private accused in the horrific rape 
and killing of a young Iraqi woman 
and the execution -style slaying of 
her family had been discharged 
because of an “antisocial person- 
ality disorder,” U.S. military officials 
told The Associated Press. 

Investigators say Steven D. 
Green and other soldiers from the 
101st Airborne Division plotted to 
rape a young Iraqi woman they first 


saw at a traffic checkpoint in the 
village of Mahmoudiya. Green is 
accused of rounding up three fam- 
ily members in a room of the wom- 
an’s house and shooting them before 
raping and killing her. 

Previously, in a federal court affi- 
davit, investigators said only that 
the 21-year- old Green had been 
given an honorable discharge for 
a “personality disorder” this spring 
before the March murder case came 
to light. 

But U.S. military officials who 
spoke to the AP on condition of ano- 
nymity because of the sensitivity 
of the case said late Tuesday it was

In the West Texas town of 
Midland where Green grew up, few 
people offered details of his life. 

Green’s father, John, told the AP 
that attorneys have advised him 
not to publicly talk about the case 
against his son, who was charged 
with rape and four counts of mur- 
der Monday in a federal courtroom 
in Charlotte, N.C. 

Green was arrested Friday at a 
relative’s home in Marion, about 75 
miles northwest of Charlotte, but 
authorities wouldn’t disclose the 
relative’s name, stevequinn(ap)

BOMBAY, INDIA 

Death Toll Rises to 250 as 
Punishing Monsoon Persists 

Heavy rains kept schools and col- 
leges shut for a third day Wednesday 
and meteorologists forecast more 
for Bombay as the nationwide death 
toll rose to more than 250 since the 
monsoon began in June. State mete- 
orologists warned of heavy rains for 
the next three days, and Bombay’s 
civic authorities advised residents

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA 

Islamic Militia Kills 2 for 
Defying Ban on Watching TV 

Radical Islamic militia fighters in 
Somalia shot and killed two people 
who were watching a banned World 
Cup soccer broadcast, a radio sta- 
tion reported Wednesday. The 
hard-line Muslim fighters, who 
have banned watching television, 
opened fire after a crowd of teenag- 
ers defied their orders to leave a hall 
where a businessman was showing 
Tuesday’s Germany-Italy match on 
satellite television, according to an

QUETTA, PAKISTAN 

Raid on Hideouts Leaves 
At Least 25 Militants Dead 

Security forces backed by helicopter 
gunships targeted hideouts of tribal 
militants accused of blowing up gas 
pipelines and attacking officials in 
southwestern Pakistan, killing 25 
suspects, a senior Cabinet minister 
said Wednesday. The security forc- 
es also seized a cache of weapons, 
including rockets, land mines and 
other munition during the two -day 
operation near Sui, a town about 
210 miles east of Quetta, Interior 
Minister Aftab Khan Sherpao told 
The Associated Press, (ap) 


Diplomacy Urged for North Korea 


China, Russia rebuff 
bid to start sanctions 
over missile launches 

UNITED NATIONS I China and 
Russia resisted an attempt by the 
U.S., Japan, and Britain to impose 
sanctions against North Korea for 
its missile launches Wednesday, say- 
ing only diplomacy could halt the 
isolated regime’s nuclear and rocket 
development programs. 

Japan, within range of North 
Korean missiles, circulated a 
U.N. Security Council resolution 
that would ban any country from 
transferring funds, material and 
technology that could be used in 
North Korea’s missile and weapons 
of mass destruction programs. 

China, the North’s closest ally, 
and Russia, which has been trying 
to re-establish Soviet- era ties with 
Pyongyang, countered that they 
favor a weaker council statement 
without any threat of sanctions. 
Because both countries hold veto 
power on the council, their posi- 
tions will make it very difficult to

North Korea, which has pro- 
claimed itself a nuclear weapons 
state, has said sanctions would 
amount to a declaration of war.

current situation worse and delay a 
return to six-party talks. 

In a possible sign that Moscow’s 
and Beijing’s position may carry the 
day. President Bush addressed the 
issue in a subdued manner with- 
out the harsh warnings that he had 


issued as recently as last week when 
he said that a missile launch would 
be unacceptable. 

The North also fired six shorter- 
range missiles on Wednesday, argu- 
ing it had the right to such launches. 
All of them apparently fell harm-

Fresh Spate of 
Bombings Rock 
Kabul, Killing I 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Three bombs 
targeting government workers and 
security forces exploded Wednesday 
in the Afghan capital, killing one 
bystander and wounding at least 
47 other people, police and wit- 
nesses said. 

A British soldier also was killed 
in southern Afghanistan when he 
and other troops came under attack 
from suspected Taliban forces 
while on patrol in the province 
of Helmand, Britain’s Ministry of 
Defense said. The soldier was the 
sixth British serviceman to die in 
the country in a month. 

The blasts in Kabul — the sec- 
ond spate of bombings in as many 
days in the city — raised fears that 
violence roiling the south and east 
of the country could be spreading to 
the capital amid a spike in attacks by 
resurgent Taliban militants, (ap) 


Workers compile new 
tallies in disputed 
presidential election 

MEXICO CITY I Mexico began a mara- 
thon recount of vote tallies in its dis- 
puted presidential race Wednesday, 
determined to calm fears of a rigged 
election and check a preliminary 
count that gave conservative Felipe 
Calderon a slim lead. 

But leftist Andres Manuel Lopez 
Obrador insisted he was victorious 
and threatened to ignore the final 
tally because of “serious evidence 
of fraud.” 

In an interview, the National 
Action Party’s Calderon said he 
would be willing to include Lopez 
Obrador in his Cabinet — an effort 
to build a coalition government and 
avoid weeks of impasse. But he said 
he did not believe his opponent would 
accept, adding that the two had not 
spoken since Sunday’s vote. 


Election workers at 300 district 
headquarters were adding up the 
tallies compiled election day by poll 
volunteers. Under law, they must 
work around the clock. With 56 per- 
cent of the tally sheets recounted 
by the afternoon, Lopez Obrador 
had 37 percent, compared with 35 
percent for Calderon. 


The preliminary count com- 
pleted earlier in the week had 
Calderon winning by 1 percent- 
age point. Leonel Cota, president 
of Lopez Obrador’s party, accused 
election officials of deliberately mis- 
handling that count to confirm a 
win for Calderon, the ruling-party 
candidate, mark stevenson (ap)

Israel Expands Offensive in Gaza 


Troops enter northern 
part of territory in bid 
to stop rocket attacks 

BEIT LAHIYA, GAZA STRIP | Israeli 
tanks and armored personnel car- 
riers entered one of Israel’s for- 
mer settlements in northern Gaza 
on Wednesday night and opened 
fire on a nearby Palestinian town, 
Palestinian officials and witness- 
es said. 

Israel’s Cabinet decided ear- 


lier Wednesday to send the mili- 
tary, which had been carrying out 
small operations in northern Gaza, 
deeper into the territory to set up a 
buffer zone to prevent rocket attacks 
on southern Israel, and to step up 
pressure on Palestinian militants 
who captured an Israeli soldier on 
June 25 and refused to free him 
until Israel has released hundreds 
of Palestinian prisoners. 

On Wednesday, militants fired a 
rocket into the southern Israeli city 
of Ashkelon, the second in two days.

Ashkelon’s 110,000 people had pre- 
viously been too far from the Gaza 
border to be hit by the militants’ 
homemade rocket attacks. But the 
militants appear to have obtained 
or built longer-range rockets. 

The Israeli military did not 
immediately confirm the wider 
military movement. Israeli forces 
and settlers withdrewfrom the Gaza 
Strip nearly a year ago as part of an 
unilateral disengagement plan. 

Israel has had soldiers massed on 
its border with northern Gaza since 
Thursday, but Israeli officials post- 
poned a planned invasion as interna- 
tional mediators sought away out of 
the standoff, ibrahim barzak (ap)

Weaving a New Silk Road 


Reopening of pass 
between India, China 
a sign of improved ties 

GANGTOK, INDIA I As a teenager, Hari 
Prasad Agarwal was regaled with 
tales of Indian merchants leading 
weary mule caravans loaded with 
everything from axles to shoes over 
the high Himalayan pass of Nathu 
La to sell in nearby Tibet. 

But the pass, part of the famed 
Silk Road, was shut when India and 
China went to war in 1962. Now, in 
the wake of improved Indo-Chinese 
relations, the route is set to reopen 
Thursday in a grand ceremony. 

And when Agarwal heads to 
Tibet over the 14,000 -foot moun- 
tain pass to trade his own wares, it 
won’t be with tired beasts of burden, 
he’ll be doing it in style with access 


to what is touted as the world’s high- 
est Internet cafe and ATM. 

Agarwal is one of the 100 Indian 
traders who will be bused across 
the barbed-wire border to a trade 
fair at Renqinggang on the Chinese 
side. Similarly, 100 traders from the 
Chinese side will go to the Serethang 
fair in India. 

However, Thursday’s visits by 
the Indian and Chinese business- 
men will be symbolic only and no 
one will carry goods. 

“Traders from the two sides 
will try to familiarize themselves 
with the possibilities of trade and 
business and check out the facili- 
ties available,” said S.P. Subba, 
who heads Sikkim’s Industries 
Directorate. 

The opening of the pass is being 
hailed as another boost in relations 
between the two Asian giants. 


Sikkim’s chief minister Pawan 
Kumar Chamling and the chair- 
man of Tibet’s government Champa 
Phuntsok will cut the ribbon offi- 
cially opening the pass after a 44- 
year hiatus. 

Initially, the trade though the 
route will be limited. 

On the Indian side, trade per- 
mits initially will only be issued 
to residents of Sikkim. “The idea 
is to make sure that the economic 
benefits of the border trade reach 
the local population,” said Sikkim 
Industries and Commerce Secretary 
Karma Gyatso. 

The Chinese traders are restrict- 
ed to bringing in 15 types of goods, 
including goat and sheep skins, wool 
and herbs. 

Traders are already clamoring 
to have other goods added to the

Italian Agents Held in Kidnap Probe 


ROME I Prosecutors said Wednesday 
they had arrested two Italian intel- 
ligence officers as part of their 
investigation into the alleged CIA 
kidnapping of an Egyptian cleric 
in Milan, providing the first offi- 
cial sign that Italian agents were 
involved. 

They also announced they were 


seeking the arrest of four more 
Americans after earlier demand- 
ing the extradition of 22 purported 
CIA agents. 

The arrests of the two officials 
of the SISMI intelligence agency 
fueled allegations by a European 
investigator that Italy and 13 other 
European countries had aided the 


United States with the secret trans- 
fer of terror suspects to detention 
centers around the world. 

Osama Moustafa Hassan Nasr, 
an Egyptian cleric and terrorist 
suspect, was allegedly kidnapped 
from a Milan street on Feb. 17, 
2003. Prosecutors say the opera- 
tion represented a breach of Italian 
sovereignty that compromised their 
anti-terrorism efforts, (ap)

Enron’s Victims At a Loss 


Lay s sudden death 
raises questions over 
retribution, forgiveness 

He was a man, after all — not just 
some abstract symbol of corpo- 
rate thievery and vanished inves- 
tor billions. Kenneth Lay, founder 
of Enron Corp., was also a grandfa- 
ther to 12, a husband to the woman 
who sobbed at his side on the day 
of his conviction. 

And yet his sudden death early 
Wednesday in Colorado — his pas- 
tor said Lay’s heart “simply gave out” 
— deprives the thousands of victims 
of the Enron debacle the satisfac- 
tion they said they would feel at his 
spending perhaps decades in prison, 
reflecting on his crimes. 

The Enron founder’s death, three 
months before he was to be sen- 
tenced, left many grappling with 
difficult questions of forgiveness, 
retribution and the meaning of 
justice itself. 

On Internet blogs, some went 
so far as to suggest the death was 
conveniently timed. 

There was this, for example, 
from a poster to a forum on the Web 
site of Lay’s hometown paper, the 
Houston Chronicle: “The only sad 
ending to this story is that Ken Lay 
will never see a day in prison.” 

And then, minutes later, this

more sympathetic response: “He 
is a man with extensive family 
and friends that needed to be noti- 
fied, and all this while the family is 
dealing with the news. The man is 
gone from this world — if he’s to be 
judged in an afterlife, so be it.” 

To say the least, it was an unex- 
pected twist in the saga of the Enron 
founder, a once high-flying Houston 
civic leader who was convicted May 
25 of fraud and conspiracy. 

And it left some victims scratch- 


ing their heads about just what to 
make of the news. Some, speaking 
in religious terms, suggested Lay 
was now facing a different kind 
of justice. 

“I hate this happened. I person- 
ally wanted to see him go to jail. 
But maybe this is God’s way of 
having justice done,” said Charles 
Prestwood, a former pipeline opera- 
tor who retired from Enron in 2000 
and later lost $1.3 million in retire- 
ment savings, erin mcclam (ap)

Lawmakers to FCC: Get Nats on TV 


Members of Congress 
want Comcast deal to 
hinge on D.C. baseball 

WASHINGTON | Three Washington- 
area House members asked 
the Federal Communications 
Commission on Wednesday to 
make Comcast’s proposed merger 
with Adelphia Communications 
contingent on Comcast enter- 


ing binding arbitration to settle 
the dispute with Mid-Atlantic 
Sports Network about the airing 
of Washington Nationals base- 
ball games. 

The proposal by Government 
Reform Committee Chairman 
Tom Davis, R-Va., James Moran, 
D-Va., and Albert Wynn, D-Md., is 
the latest effort by federal and local 
officials to resolve a dispute that 
prevents 1.3 million Nationals fans 


from seeing most games on TV. 

Comcast, the region’s largest 
cable provider, has refused to carry 
MASN, which controls the rights 
to most Nationals games, because 
of a dispute with Baltimore Orioles 
owner Peter Angelos about televi- 
sion rights to the Orioles and con- 
trol of the region’s sports program- 
ming market. 

Major League Baseball helped 
Angelos create MASN as compen- 


sation for having a competing fran- 
chise 35 miles from its home mar- 
ket. Angelos plans to move Orioles 
telecasts to the network next sea- 
son after their deal with Comcast 
SportsNet expires. Comcast says 
its contract was improperly ter- 
minated. 

“This dispute has denied millions 
of fans the opportunity to follow their 
team on a day-to-day basis,” the law- 
makers said.

Apartment Market in 
D.C. Tight; Rents Rise 


Affluent tenants push 
up rates as others wait 
for fall in house prices 

WASHINGTON | A surge of affluent 
renters is driving up rates in the 
Washington area and turning it 
into one of the tightest apartment 
markets in the country. 

Rents have gone up 7 percent in 
the region in the past year and the 
cost of a luxury high-rise apartment 
in Maryland has jumped by 11 per- 
cent, according to Delta Associates, 
a real- estate information firm. 

The area had 6,500 new renters 


in the past 12 months, up from about 
4,400 in the previous year, accord- 
ing to Delta. That has yielded one of 
the lowest apartment vacancy rates 
in the nation — 1.7 percent, down 
from 2.4 percent a year ago. The 
national average is 5.7 percent. 

Many would-be home buyers are 
choosing to rent instead because 
they feel the real- estate market is 
inflated. 

“It makes more sense to rent this 
year while values keep going down,” 
said Randell Rogers, 40, a systems 
engineer who earns $127,000 a year 
and rents a two -bedroom town- 
house in Herndon, Va. (ap)

Despite other notable 
plans, east-west route 
planning moves ahead 

SILVER SPRING, MD. I State transpor- 
tation officials said Wednesday that 
study of an east-west transit route 
in Montgomery and Prince George’s 
counties continues despite a percep- 
tion that it is being muscled out by 
higher profile projects. 

Planners hope to complete a 
study of the environmental effects 
of the Bi- County Transitway next 
year, a necessary step to winning 
federal funding needed to build the 
line. Work could begin as early as 
2010, state Transportation Secretary 
Robert Flanagan said. 

But it is still unclear what form 
of transit would be used for the 
line linking Bethesda and New 
Carrollton, and how much the 
project would ultimately cost. 

Planners will chose either a light- 
rail line with its own tracks or a 
rapid-bus system on an existing or 
its own network of roads. Depending 
on the route and type of bus or rail 
line used, the Bi- County Transitway 
could cost from $375 million to $1.6 
billion.

Zidane’s Boot Lifts France to Finals 


Penalty kick in 33rd 
minute is all French 
need against Portugal 

WORLD CUP I One more time, 
Zinedine Zidane stepped up to 
the penalty spot, 12 meters from 
another shot at glory for himself 
and France. 

Dripping with sweat, Zidane 
converted the kick in the 33rd 
minute after Ricardo Carvalho 
was whistled for a foul on Thierry 
Henry, giving France a 1-0 victory 
over Portugal on Wednesday and a 
berth in the World Cup final. 

France, which was supposed 
to be soccer’s over-the-hill gang, 
meets Italy in Berlin on Sunday in 
a matchup of blue — France’s Les 
Bleus vs. the Italian Azzurri. 

The French will be making their 
second appearance in the World Cup 
final — the other was their famous 
3-0 victory at home over Brazil in 
1998. Italy, trying for its fourth title, 
will be in its sixth final. 

“People were giving us a lot of 
stick, right at the beginning,” Henry 
said. “I think it will be a tight game 
because the Italian team has the 
same way of playing as us.” 

Six players remain from the 1998 
team, and this group was counted

out by many as past its prime. But 
in a bit of deja vu, France replicat- 
ed its run in the 2000 European 
Championship, when it beat 
Portugal in the semifinals to set 
up a final against Italy. 

Unbeaten in nine straight games 
since a March 1 friendly loss against 
Slovakia, France started the World 
Cup slowly with draws against 
Switzerland and South Korea before 
beating Togo to get to the knock- 
out phase. The French then defeat- 
ed Spain and defending champion 
Brazil to reach the semifinals. 

Portugal, a 20-1 shot last 
December, advanced to the World 
Cup semifinals for just the second 
time. Eusebio, the star of Portugal’s 
1966 run, was on hand, as was for- 
mer France captain Michel Platini, 
considered by many his nation’s 
greatest player. 

France’s win ended Portugal’s 
19 -game unbeaten streak since 
a February 2005 friendly loss at 
Ireland. It also stopped coach Luiz 
Felipe Scolari’s 12-game undefeated 
string in World Cup matches. 

“The two teams were very evenly 
matched for long periods,” Scolari 
said. “There was nothing to choose 
between them. But when you are 
losing you have to produce some- 
thing special.” ronald blum (ap)

Cheap, European- 
style lodging is slow 
to catch on in the U.S. 

Wander through any European city 
and you’re bound to stumble upon 
dozens of hostels, their doorways 
crowded with rucksacks and chat- 
ting, laughing backpackers. 

Cheap, dormitory- style lodging 
and a lively social scene are fixtures 
for European travelers on a budget. 
But they’ve never quite caught on 
across the Atlantic. Numbering 
about 10,000 worldwide, there 
are only about 350 hostels in the 
U.S., according to Hostelling 
International-USA. The few avail- 
able suffer from a lukewarm repu- 
tation, a transportation system that 
doesn’t favor backpackers and ano- 
nymity. 

Most Americans “wouldn’t even 
understand the word ‘hostel,’ ” said 
Mark Vidalin, marketing director 
of HI-USA. Hostels, which usually 
cost between $20 to $30 per night, 
have been in operation for around a 
century, Vidalin said. His organiza- 
tion has been opening hostels since 
1934, spurred by “the idea of inter- 
nationalism and achieving peace 


through travel,” Vidalin said. 

But that philosophy is absent in 
most of America’s hostels, said trav- 
eler Maryam Aghamiri as she chat- 
ted in the common room of the HI 
hostel in Austin, Texas. “The whole 
idea of hostelling is not applied in 
the U.S. as much,” said Aghamiri, 
an Iran native. 

Vidalin said 80 of America’s hos- 
tels are regulated by his organiza- 
tion — a nonprofit that sets out rules 
for cleanliness and similar concerns. 
The others are independently run, 
as are hundreds in Europe. 

But while independent European 
hostels draw the most travelers, 
their counterparts in the U.S. are 
often unalluring. Many are convert- 
ed motels bearing no resemblance 
to the hostels’ typical dormitory- 
style accommodations. 

David Capelle, who owns a 
hostel-booking Web site on which 
travelers post ratings and reviews, 
said 40 percent of people who use 
Hostelz.com live in the U.S. — 
but only 9 percent of them book 
American hostels. 

Part of the problem stems from 
general difficulties with backpack- 
ing through America. The long dis- 
tances between cities and lack of 
cheap and efficient transportation 
hinder the idea of budget travel. 

“The infrastructure’s different 
— just the distance between points. 
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travel time,” Vidalin said. “The train 
system is not nearly as developed in 
America. The bus system is devel- 
oped but has sort of a bad reputa- 
tion in much of America.” 

In Spain, for example, nearly 
every major city can be reached 


by rail or bus from Madrid. But in 
Texas, direct passenger train service 
doesn’t even exist between Dallas 
and Houston. 

In San Antonio, the city’s only 
hostel was quiet and nearly empty 
on a prime traveling weekend in 


June. Chinese student Jue Lu was 
one of the only travelers in the one- 
story outcrop two miles north of 
downtown. “It takes like half an 
hour” to reach the hostel by bus, 
said Lu, 24. “It’s not convenient.” 

For those reasons, hostels in 
locations that are not tourist hubs 
like New York and Los Angeles are 
not heavily trafficked — and that 
hurts hostel life, Vidalin said. 

“They just don’t have the buzz 
of a place where there’s just a lot of 
people coming through,” Vidalin 
said. “The big draw of a really good 
hostel is the atmosphere.” 

On the other hand, the 
Hostelling International facility 
in Manhattan — at 103rd Street 
and Amsterdam Avenue, walking 
distance from Columbia University 
— has dorm beds available on peak 
summer travel weekends for just 
$30-$ 35 — a fraction of what a 
hotel room in Midtown costs. 

Travel industry experts said 
there would be undeniable bene- 
fits if cities promoted hostels and 
backpacking, but they haven’t seen a 
streamlined effort to do so. “Hostels 
are the way that many people get 
a love for travel that they pursue 
their whole lives,” said Allen Kay, a 
spokesman for the Travel Industry 
Association of America. 

Vidalin echoed those sentiments. 
“Those are tomorrow’s university 
grads, people who are going to 
be traveling with their families,” 
he said. “We all want to go back 
to where we were in our youth.

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In a world of biases, 
black men find ways 
to dispel stereotypes 

Keith Borders tries not to scare peo- 
ple. He’s 6 -foot-7, a lawyer who talks 
with his hands. And he’s black. 

People find him threatening. He 
works to prove otherwise. “I have 
a sense of my size and how I com- 
municate,” said Borders of Mason, 
Ohio. “I end up putting my hands in 
my pockets. I use a softer voice.” 

Every day, African-American 
men consciously work to offset 
stereotypes that they are danger- 
ous, aggressive, angry. Some smile a 
lot, dress conservatively and speak 
with deference. They are mindful 
of their bodies. 

It’s about surviving, and trying 
to thrive, in a nation where biased 
views of black men stubbornly hang 
on decades after segregation, and 
where statistics show a yawning gap 
between white and black men.

Everyone has ways of coping 
with other people’s perceptions: 
Who acts the same at work as they 
do with their kids, or their high 
school friends? But for black men, 
if they don’t calculate how to handle 
everyday situations they can end up 
out of a job, in jail or dead. 

Melissa Harris Lacewell, apolit- 
ical scientist at the University of 
Chicago, said learning to adapt is 
at the heart of being a black male. 
“Black mothers and fathers social- 
ize their sons to not make waves, to 
not come up against the authori- 
ties,” she said. 

It’s a lot like a game of chess. 


said 43 -year-old Chester Williams, 
who owns Chester Electric in New 
Orleans. He has taught his three 
sons to play. “The rules are univer- 
sal: White moves first, then black 
moves,” he said. 


Twenty-year-old Chauncy 
Medder of Brooklyn said his baggy 
jeans and oversized T-shirts make 
him seem like “one of those thug- 
gish black kids.” He offsets that 
with “Southern charm” he learned 


attending school in Virginia. 

Rasheed Smith, 22, from 
Brooklyn, recently tapped his fin- 
gers, morosely counting his friends 
killed in neighborhood violence in 
the last five years — 11 in all. Few 
spent much time beyond their 
blocks. Some sold drugs or had 
near- constant contact with police. 
He advised: “With police, you talk 
to them the way they talk to you. 
You get treated how you act.” 

Having darker skin can erect 
another barrier. Mark Ferguson 
has worked on Wall Street for 20 
years. He has an easy smile and a 
firm, confident handshake. “I dress 
well, I speak well, but that goes out 
the window at a meeting of white 
men,” said Ferguson, who is 6-foot- 
4 and dark-skinned. 

Many black men said the maneu- 
vering leaves them exhausted. The 
flip side, black men said, is that 
many learn to be resilient. 

Over the years, as Ferguson 
has built client relationships over 
the phone, he has learned to steel 
himself for face-to-face meetings 
— for clients’ raised eyebrows and 
stuttered greetings when they see 
he is black. 

“It rolls off our backs — we 
grin and bear it,” he said. He vents 
frustrations to mentors and relaxes 
with his wife. “Then you go back,” 
he said, “and fight the good fight.”

I am a military spouse returning to 
the workforce due to my husband’s 
pending deployment to Iraq. I need 
a position with some flexibility in 
order to take care of our II- and 14- 
year-olds. Do I say this at the inter- 
view or not? 

You might as well say it at the 
interview. If you don’t, then you 
might be offered a job that isn’t 
flexible enough. And more than 
anything, you need an employer 
who understands your situation 
right now. 

Work has gotten terribly busy 
recently and my boss is starting 
to make some small mistakes and 
slip-ups, mostly about scheduling. 
Our team is concerned for her, but 
also we don’t want to be blamed for 
communication mistakes we didn’t 
make. How can we let her know 
that we did e-mail her about such- 
and-such (which she said she didn’t 
know about), or she was notified 
about a particular date (she said 
she wasn’t), without seeming like 
we’re finger-pointing or criticizing? 


Keep your e-mails. When she says 
you didn’t tell her, gently show her 
the e-mail and say that you under- 
stand things have been busy, but 
you’re a little concerned commu- 
nication is off-track.

“JACQUES BREL IS ALIVE and Well 
and Living in Paris” won a Helen 
Hayes award for Petosa in 1996, 
but the ambitious director need- 
ed to revamp this already unusual 
musical evening of theater to bet- 
ter reflect the times. A new version 
of the revue of songs by the Belgian 
songwriter, full of yearning, bitter- 
ness and ennui, is now playing as 
part of OIney Theatre Center’s 
Potomac Theatre Project. 

What is the Potomac Theatre 
Project and how is it different from 
OIney Theatre Center? 

Twenty years ago we started a small 
company that was disconnected 
from OIney, and what it does specifi- 
cally is produces plays with political 
content through direct attacks on 
issues or through socially relevant, 
politically relevant ideas. 


In 1995 we brought that com- 
pany into OIney and they are now 
our current alternative resident 
theater company. 

Is this a chronicle of Europe in the 
20th century? 

That’s kind of what we’re looking 
at. Originally, “Jacques Brel” was 
created as cabaret entertainment in 
the ’60s. It was kind of traditional 
— four stools, four singers, let the 
songs speak for themselves. 

What we did 10 years ago was 
expand it into an eight-actor com- 
pany and come up with scenic ideas, 
thematic ideas that have an extrav- 
agant, epic reach. I wasn’t sure the 
material could hold it, but we staged 
it and it was terrific. 

You must continue to update it. 

Sure. While all the material had 
its potency in 1995, it was kind of 
in retrospect, an era of good feel- 
ing. The musical’s critique on war 


as a solution, its critique on class 
issues are much more potent than 
they were even 10 years ago. So I 
wanted it to be something extremely 
entertaining, very provocative and 
very political. 

You say you’re bringing a Brechtian 
aspect to a play of Brel songs. How 
do you reconcile their styles? 

What I do is I kind of take each 


number as its own piece of theater 
and set it in a collage world that 
takes all the aspects of the classic 
French paradigm of society — a 
philosophical icon, a sexual icon, 
a technological icon. The perform- 
ers are evoked by the songs and each 
number has its own theatricality. 

How has the show changed for you? 

I find that our appetite for provoca-

tion has changed, so that when you 
hear material that is so challenging, 
it has more power. The world did 
change enormously after 9/11, and I 
think everything after that we have 
to re-examine what’s important to 
us. And this musical does that, albe- 
it in a theatrical setting. 

Will the evening appeal to non-fans 
of Brel? 

They will love it. arion berger (express)

David Lynch and why 
repression is good for 
you but bad for film 

FILM I Mel Brooks once called him 
“Jimmy Stewart from Mars,” and 
Mars would be proud to claim him. 
The only problem is, we don’t know 
if the red planet is weird enough for 
David Lynch. 

It’s easy to call a director names 
if he isn’t busy making teen gross - 
out comedies and futuristic tech- 
no-weaponry thrillers. After all, his 
approach to sex is that of a horri- 
fied, fascinated child; his approach 
to violence playful. In fact, for an 
auteur of the notoriously “sick” 
in the ’70s sense — Lynch does 
not seem fond of guns or gun- 
play. The act of shooting is a sur- 
real punch line. The act of sex 
merely icky and a slick road to 
Nothing Good. 

This summer, API Silver hosts 
the films of the eccentric director, 
perhaps the first mainstream cult 
star in cinema. He toiled for the 
delight of freaks, art-scum and 
other subculturalists as the cre- 
ator of the disturbing shorts “The 
Grandmother,” “The Alphabet” and 
“The Amputee.” But it was 1977’s 
“Eraserhead” that cemented his cult 
reputation — a gnarled anti-fairy

“The Elephant Man” was perhaps 
Lynch’s most straightforward narrative. 

tale about the horrors of the flesh. 
And the radiator. 

Lynch’s next move was a sur- 


prise to his core audience — he 
was asked to write the screen- 
play for and direct “The Elephant 
Man,” a relatively straightforward 
narrative based on the true story 
of Victorian- era neurofibroma- 
tosis patient John Merrick. He 
continued to keep audiences 
guessing by directing the epic 
sci-fi disaster “Dune,” which is 
as unwatchable today as it was 
in 1984. 

Then came “Blue Velvet.” 
The color- saturated, swoonily- 
soundtracked contemporary noir 
melodrama shocked and delighted 
audiences from the grind-house to 
the multiplex. Not only was Lynch 
ripping up the chemically treated 
turf of the all-American back yard 
but he was doing it without conde- 


scension, without the usual elitist 
contempt. 

His tone and sensibility in “Blue 
Velvet” and in subsequent dark fan- 
tasies as the less- successful “Wild 
at Heart,” the confusing, atmo- 
spheric “Lost Highway,” the sexually 
charged mind-bender “Mullholland 
Drive” and the landscape- changing 
television series “Twin Peaks” is one 
of genuine regret. Gleeful, turned- 
on regret, sure — the twisted world 
whose secrets he plows is undeni- 
ably alluring. But the conservative 
Lynch, known for shirts buttoned to 
his Adam’s apple (a look he granted 
favorite actor Kyle MacLachlan in 
“Blue Velvet”) and a one-time pro- 
pensity for daily meals at Bob’s Big 
Boy, seems to feel that it’s a shame 
human beings can’t keep the cap 
on their violent, lustful impulses. 
A darn shame. 

The API tribute will show most 
of Lynch’s feature-length films 
including “Fire Walk With Me” and 
the sunlight- saturated Disney film 
“The Straight Story,” over its two- 
month run. In the meantime, antic- 
ipation for his long-awaited latest, 
“Inland Empire” may reach fever

Paul Klee’s playful 
art was collected by 
some very big names 

MUSEUMS I Metro ads for the 
Phillips Collection’s “Klee and 
America” hail Paul Klee (1879- 
1940) as a “revolutionary.” The 
label is apt, but the Swiss-born 
painter was hardly a Molotov- 
tossing rabble-rouser. 

Klee’s revolution was personal. 
His was an intimate achievement, 
small in scale but vast in depth. 
Informed by fantasy, myth, whimsy 
and dream, it was fully enmeshed 
in the artist’s rich inner life. It’s no 
coincidence that Klee’s most famous 
self-portrait (not on view) depicts 
the artist with eyes shut, directed 
inward, the better to meditate on 
his private visions. 

Klee was outrageously prolif- 
ic, and although he never visited 
the States, more than 10 percent 


of his thousands of works ended 
up here. 

Among the 80 -plus pieces on 


view are many that are fresh even 
to confirmed Klee fans. “City in the 
Intermediate Realm” (1921), which 


resided for years with playwright 
Clifford Odets, presents the city as 
circus, its magical rigging compris- 


ing cables and pivots, trapezes and 
springboards. The 1934 watercol- 
or “Bulgy Pear,” which passed 
through the hands of both Ernest 
Hemingway and famed gallerist 
Daniel-Henry Kahnweiler, is a tight 
composition of twilight blues and 
gray-dusted yellow-green. Another 
Kahnweiler offering from the same 
year, “Lonely Flower,” blossoms in 
nested loops like some Moebius- 
strip slot- car track. 

As usual at the Phillips, which 
honors collectors the way super- 
stitious Catholics honor the Virgin 
Mary on toast, there is much back- 
slapping of those advanced enough 
in their thinking to back Klee back 
in the day. The show’s beefy catalog 
is a provenance -chaser’s delight. 

Also as usual, obeisance is 
paid to institutional paterfamili- 
as Duncan Phillips, who founded 
the nation’s first museum of modern 
art and don’t you forget it — and 
whose selection of Klee’s work was 
admittedly choice. 

The party line may get tiresome, 
but the art never does, glenn dixon

The Weight of History 



Brand New Heavies 
are back in form with 
N’Dea Davenport 

MUSIC I A little over a decade ago, 
the Brand New Heavies were at the 
height of their creative and com- 
mercial powers. “Brother Sister” — 
still their greatest album — dropped 
in 1994 and announced the official 
induction of N’Dea Davenport, who 
had previously helped the British 
funk band obtain international 
acclaim by singing lead on time- 
less joints like “Dream Come True” 
and “Stay This Way.” 

But Davenport bolted, leav- 
ing the band to fill her diva spot- 
light with a string of singers, none 
of whom could match Davenport’s 
charisma or delivery. Conversely, 
Davenport somewhat lost her foot- 
ing, even after releasing her critically 
acclaimed 1998 debut. 

With subdued fanfare, the fan- 
tastic four returns with Davenport 


back in the fold, backed by Jan 
Kincaid’s crisp, deceptively simple 
drumming, Andrew Levy’s elastic 
bass lines and Simon Bartholomew’s 
chicken- scratch guitar licks. And 
the BNH’s new disc, “Get Used To 
It,” finds them back on Michael 
Ross’ Delicious Vinyl, which docu- 
mented the quartet’s best efforts. 

On the disc, the band rekindles 
its crackling accord but doesn’t real- 
ly offer any signs of major artis- 
tic progression. Tunes like the 
Shalamar-influenced “Let’s Do It 
Again” and the WattStax vibe of 


“Right On” could have easily been 
included on 1992 and 1994 LPs. 

But the BNH know their die- 
hard fans aren’t looking for inno- 
vation or confession; they want 
that old- school funk that early- 
’90s acid-jazz promised. And this 
Saturday at the 9 :30 Club, the BNH 
will intermingle their new material 
with the old as if nothing has really 
changed, john murph

Camera Obscura 
takes indie pop to 
Detroit and Nashville 

MUSIC I You can call Camera 
Obscura an indie-pop band. You 
can call Camera Obscura a great 
indie-pop band. But even that might 
be a disservice to the group. 

With “Let’s Get Out of This 
Country,” the Scottish sextet has 
emerged from the cozy confines 
of indie -popdom with a vibrant 
record that embraces country, 
soul and Motown influences. And 
it has done so while maintaining the 
same pleasing aesthetic and win- 
some lyrical cleverness that has 
become a trademark of principal 
songwriter Tracyanne Campbell. In 
other words, the band’s songs will 
still be on that next mix tape your 
disenchanted bookworm friend 
gives you. 

“We definitely have wider ambi- 


tions than making an indie -pop 
album,” organist/vocalist Carey 
Lander said as the band prepared 
for its second full American tour, 
which stops at the Black Cat on 
Sunday. “I guess it’s sometimes a 
bit of a myth that bands who are 
compared to each other actually 
listen to the kinds of records they 
make. We are heavily influenced 
by a lot of older music from the ’50s 
and ’60s because so many of those 
records sound so amazing in their 
simplicity.” 

To achieve that sound, the 
band scheduled its first proper 
studio engagement and traveled 
to Stockholm to work with pro- 
ducer Jari Haapalainen, known 
for his work with the Concretes 
and Ed Harcourt. It was a far cry 
from their past routine of record- 
ing on various long weekends when 
everyone’s schedule matched up, 
and the results are immediately 
noticeable.

On previous albums, the group’s 
songs “tended to fall into that hor- 
rible place of being middle of the 
road,” Lander said. But “Country” 
shows off a fuller, richer sound on 
upbeat tracks such as “Lloyd, I’m 
Ready to Be Heartbroken” and “If 
Looks Could Kill,” while gentler 
songs such as “Country Mile” and 
“The False Contender” offer some 
of the most nuanced moments in 
the band’s catalog. 

Camera Obscura seems to be hit- 
ting its stride, but this is far from an 
overnight success story. It may sur- 
prise new fans to find out the band is 
approaching a decade together. 

“It surprises us, too,” Lander 
said. “But for us it still feels fresh, 
we’re only just beginning to real- 
ize what we can do. I don’t think 
the band really regret how long its 
taken to get to this stage, we feel 
like we needed that time to learn 
how to get better and scrape a little 
more confidence together. Here’s 
to the next ten years. Or maybe 
that’s what you’re supposed to say.”

Listening to the Galaxy 


Leonard Nimoy leads 
a trek through science 
fiction’s best scores 

MUSIC I Aside from careers as 
actor, director, photographer, and 
poet, Leonard Nimoy has enjoyed 
renown as a narrator. The myster- 
ies unraveled in the semi- scientific 
’70s series “In Search of ..’’wouldn’t 
have seemed so plausible without 
his signature delivery: eminently 
reasonable yet open to intriguing 
possibilities. 

Friday at Wolf Trap, Nimoy and 
the National Symphony Orchestra, 
under the baton of Emil de Cou, will 
lead us through the solar system 
and on into the realm of specula- 
tive fiction. “To Boldly Go...” fea- 
tures selections from sci-fi film 
soundtracks and a new vision of 
Gustav Holst’s mythic orchestral 
portrait of the celestial bodies 
that orbit our sun. 

As Nimoy performs a newly

commissioned narration for “The 
Planets,” the cameras for the big 
screens will be on him. But “as we’re 
playing the music,” de Cou explained, 
“we have special, brand-new, tailor- 
made footage from NASA.” 

“Mars, the Bringer of War,” 
which de Cou described as “very 
determined and sometimes very 
grim sounding,” will be accom- 
panied by shots made by the inde- 
fatigable Mars Exploration Rovers. 
Other planets will be illustrated 


by footage from the Hubble Space 
Telescope and an array of deep- 
space probes. “The images are 
stunningly beautiful, and they’ve 
put them together specifically for 
this program,” de Cou added. 

As any “Star Trek” fan knows 
— and de Cou’s as big a fan as they 
come — today’s space explorers 
were inspired by the science fic- 
tion of their youth. “The first half 
of the program is going to be made 
up of a quick overview of the history 
of science fiction and fantasy films,” 
de Cou explained, from “2001: A 
Space Odyssey” to “Star Trek II: 
The Wrath of Khan.” 

Do not, however, expect an 
encore delving into Nimoy ’s late- 
’60s catalog. “Highly Illogical” and 
“You Are Not Alone” are relics of 
past, not milestones toward the 

future. GLENN DIXON

Hollywood’s fortunes 
are upticking, but still 
reeling from 2005 

BUTTS IN SEATS I Hollywood is only 
marginally ahead of its lackluster 
2005 in terms of dollars and cents. 
But studios are miles ahead in terms 
of summer hits and misses. 

With “Superman Returns” pull- 
ing in a solid $ 84 million in its first 
five days, Hollywood revenues this 
year are at $4.6 billion, 5 percent 
ahead of last year’s, though atten- 
dance is up just 1.7 percent. 

Yet the picture generally looks 


rosier because studios avoided 
a repeat of their stinker- of-the - 
week performance of 2005, when 
seemingly every Friday brought a 
big new movie audiences stayed 
away from — the action bombs 
“Stealth” and “The Island,” the 
comedies “The Honeymooners,” 
“Rebound” and “Deuce Bigalow: 
European Gigolo,” the historical 
epic “Kingdom of Heaven” and 
the remakes “House of Wax” and 
“The Bad News Bears.” 

While business is up a bit this 
year over last, 2006 admissions 
are running 8.4 percent behind 
those of 2004, when Hollywood 


had a strong year with 1.52 billion 
tickets sold, according to box-office 
tracker Exhibitor Relations. 

“It’s not the best year, but cer- 
tainly in the wake of the fear created 


in the marketplace in 2005, this is 
exactly where we want to be,” said 
Paul Dergarabedian, president of 
Exhibitor Relations. 

This summer has a near-cer- 


tain blockbuster in “Pirates of the 
Caribbean: Dead Man’s Chest.” 
There’s a fair lineup of other 
potential hits, led by Jamie Foxx 
and Colin Farrell’s crime thriller 
“Miami Vice.” 

Competing for the faithful fam- 
ily market are “Monster House,” 
“Barnyard” and “The Ant Bully.” 
The superhero craze turns light- 
hearted with Uma Thurman’s com- 
edy “My Super Ex- Girlfriend” and 
Tim Allen’s romp “Zoom.” 

Will Ferrell hits the NASCAR 
circuit with the comedy “Talladega 
Nights: The Ballad of Ricky Bobby,” 
while Owen Wilson, Kate Hudson 
and Matt Dillon aim for laughs in 
“You, Me and Dupree” and the 
Wayans brothers team up for 
“Little Man.” 

Also coming are Samuel L. 
Jackson’s “Snakes on a Plane,” a 
mid-air thriller that began receiv- 
ing unprecedented Internet buzz 
long before its release, and the 
fantasy “Lady in the Water,” from 
director M. Night Shyamalan.

In most pay-per-pound lunch caf- 
eterias downtown, there is normal- 
ly a little section for sushi. And the 
blocks surrounding Farragut Square 
are not immune to these establish- 
ments — places where management 
can often value efficiency higher 
than food quality. But new to the 
west side of the square is some- 
thing different. At Wasabi, a new 
Japanese cafe, you can still dash 
in and get your sushi to go, but you 
may feel somewhat more satisfied 
with your purchase.
